t'bamberlalu's tteply to I'arnell. 
London,' Aug. JJi. — Clminberlain'a reply 
to Purnoll's challenge is published this 
morning, Chamberlain writes that ho 
understood Parnell denied that Cunt. 
G'Shea hail any authority to represent his 
views, and that he repudiated all respon- 
sibility ' for the scheme for a National 
Council submitted by O'Shea to him 
(Chamberlain). " I understand now," 
Chamberlain continues, "that what Par- 
nell intended to repudiate was all cogniz- 
ance or approval of what he culls my plan. 
This was a suggestion made confidentially 
to an old acquaintance, and the idea was 
not worked out in detail. Mr. Par- 
noil's revised Coercion Act. of 1882 was 
brought, to me by Capt, O'Shea. 1 find 
on inspection of tho documents that the 
following clauses remain as constituting 
tho bill, Mr. Parnell having no serious 
objection to thuin. Mr. Parnell did not 
object seriously to clauses four and live, 
tho first being altered by transfer from 
clause one of the definition of 
ifllimccs, excluding treason, and treason 
felony. Those are the special 
jury clauses, clause six, change^of venue; 
clause fifteen, the alien clause; and clauses 
sixteen and seventeen private injuries 
clauses. Various other clauses are enu- 
merated. In the course of subsequent 
conversations Mr. Chamberlain says he 
told O'Shea that it was his opinion 
that no government could dispense 
with some provision against boycotting 
and intimidation. "This point whs much 
discussed and I understand if the act 
were limited to a year Mr. Parnell would 
consent to more stringent provisions than 
if it were extended three years. There- 
fore I pressed this limitation up n the 
other members of the government, 1 do 
not think Mr. Parnell ousht to be 
ashamed of these communications, believ- 
ing that he was then anxious to stop dan- 
gerous agitation." 

Why Donovan Suicided. 

Lonoon, August 13. — The facts in tho 
case of Larry Donovan, bridge jumper, 
as they gradually become known, are 
exciting a great deal of sympathy. 
Ho had for some time brooded over 
his ill luck, and to allay the disap- 
pointment ho felt at, the poor reception 
he met with in England he began to drink 
heavily. This course soon reduced him 
to the necessity of frequenting the lowest 
class of lodgiug bouses aneV obtaining food 
as best be could. On the Saturday pre- 
vious to his death, Donovan got into a 
drunken quarrel, and in a tight which on- 
sued he had both his eyes blackened and 
his body badly bruised. He continued 
his spree until Tuesday morning, mean- 
while visiting the viloRt resorts and 
bragging about bis daring feats. 
Finally ho accepted a challenge 
to jump from Hungerford bridge for a 
purse of ten dollars, with a stipulation 
that should he fail to perforin the feat 
without injury to himself be was to re- 
ceive nothing- He immediately repaired 
to the bridge, drunk as he was, accompan- 
ied by the other parties to the wager. He 
removed nothing but his coat and hurried- 
ly leaped from the footpath into the 
water, which he struck on his side or 
stomach. He immediately sank and was 
seen no more until his body was picked 
up at Deptford. No boat was provided 
for his assistance and rescue and his com- 
panions disappeared as soon as they dis- 
covered that tho jumper was beyond 
reach of them. 

I'arnill'K talent Hove. 

London, Aug. 18. — Parnell's move in 
presenting his suit, against the r iimes in 
tho Scutch courts is one which yields ad- 
vantages which ho could not by any possi- 
bility secure in any other part of the 
kingdom. Scotch law does not require 
proof of publication as basis of an action, 
as is the case in England, nor does it re- 
quire that tho jury should be unanimous 
in its verdict, a majority of three jurors 
being sudicient to determine an issuo. 
Bringing of the action in Scotland meets 
with the approval of all Parnellites and 
most of the liberals. Concerning the mat- 
ter, Mr. Parnell has retainedjtne Itight 
Honorable John 0, Balfour, member for 
Clackmannan, and Mr. Alexander Ashor, 
Q. O, member for Elgin. 

The Tlini's Hui'i>r!«<Ml nt Parnell. 

London, Aug. 13. — Tho Timet says it 
is profoundly surprised at the step which 
Parnell has taken in bringing suit against 
it in the Scotch courts. It says that 
whether his action is seriously meant or 
only designed to waste time and money, 
the work of the commission of enquiry 
will go on unatfectod.

HABITS AND LONGEVITY. 

The British Medical Association has 
for somo time past been conducting an 
inquiry into the connection of disease 
with habits of intemperance. The 13,000 
members of the association had been 
requested to till in returns showing the 
habits of those whoso deaths they had 
been officially requited to report within 
the past throe years. Only 178 members 
sent in returns, and the whole number of 
deaths returned was 4,2'M. For the pur- 
poses of the investigation the habits of 
the deceased with reference to alcohol 
were divided into live classes, namely, (a) 
total abstainers; (b) habitually temperate; 
(c) careless drinkers; (il) free drinkers; 
(e) decidedly intemperate. The ages at 
death of those in each class were regis- 
tered, together with the cause of death; 
and the average age at death for each class 
is given in the' following table:

- EDUCATIONAL METHODS. 

There are few if any educationists who 
are able to take a more practical view of 
education and its methods than President 
Elliot, of Harvard College. He has won 
a well-deserved reputation as a shrewd 
and capablo administrator of the affairs of 
the great institution of learning at whose 
head he is placed, and which he has con- 
ducted with such signal success, and he 
has always been among the first to lop off 
whatever seemed useless and cumbersome, 
to adopt whatever commended itself to his 
keen perception as an improvement upon 
the established methods, and generally to 
keep himself abreast of the times. His 
paper treating of the subject of education 
in the common schools, published in the 
Atlantic for the current month, is a thor- 
oughly characteristic one and contains 
■nine ideas of a practical and valuable 
character. He first states the difficulty 
that has been realized by every 
business man and by the professors 
of every college in this country, 
viz., the lack of preparation on the part 
of young men going into business life, or 
coming to college from tho common 
schools. He next states tho difficulty so 
painfully familiar to many parents, viz., 
the length of time and tho expense neces- 
sary to put a young man through school, 
then through college, and finally to give 
him the special training required to tit 
him for professional life. Tho cause of 
this he finds in the public schools. 
They attempt too much; the list of stud- 
ies embraces too many subjects, there are 
too many examinations, too much atten- 
tion is given to detail where principles 
should be impressed. President Elliot 
compares the system of instruction gener- 
ally pursuod in this country with the 
French system and commends the latter 
aa much superior. "It takes less time, is 
more substantial, is generally more inter- 
esting, and is more stimulating to the in- 
telligence." Ho states t hat a French boy 
ia prepared for college two years earlier 
than a boy in this country, and that the 
expense of those two years, 
not to speak of the time, is 
saved. He states that the French 
eliminate from their programme what- 
ever is not absolutely necessary; tho time 
wasted in examinations is applied to fresh 
work which is found to be more stimulat- 
ing; algebra is used in such a way as to 
rivet the principles of arithmetic, and 
treometry to train the reasoning faculties; 
biography is used as an introduction to 
the study of history; German or English 
are given a preference over the dead lan- 
guages, and all through the work is made 
pleasant and interesting, so that the pro- 
gress of tho pupil, >vhile thorough and of 
permanent value, is rapid without over 
pressure. Tho French method, in short, 
is "the application of common sense, and 
a shrewd insight to the way in which the 
minds of tho young are interested and 
disciplined through the doing of Lhings 
that interest them. There is no nonsense, 
no medievalism; nothing fossil about tho 
French method. It is modern; it meets 
the end in view; saves time for youths 
who are obliged to make their way in the 
world; and whether they go into business 
or enter college, they know something 
useful, and know how to use it to advan- 
tage." This is the perfection of educa- 
tion. 

A FORTUNATE CANADIAN INVENTOR 

A lucky Canadian inventor is Mr. 
James P. Lee, formerly of Gait, Ontario, 
but now of Ilion, "New York. He invent- 
ed a magazine rifle some years ago, and 
now after a severe test of its qualities the 
British Government has been induced to 
adopt it. It is said that preparation has 
been made for tho manufacture of 000,000 
Lee rillos in England in which the in- 
ventor will receive a handsome royalty. 
Moreover it is mentioned that Gormany 
has also decided to make tho Leo its 
national arm, being permitted to do so by 
an agreement with tho British Govern- 
ment. The deal is referred to by tho 
London correspondent of the New York 
Times as follows : — 

1 am able to tell you us a fact that the 
German Government has rucuived from 
the English Government full particulars 
of tho rillo over which wo have spent so 
long a tinM and so much money, and that 
Germany has adopted and will at once 
proceed to manufacture on a very large 
scale tho Lee (modified) ritlo which is go- 
ing to bo ours. In return for this the 
German Government has given to ours 
the secret of its powder.

Dr. Kerr objects 
to the small number of physicians report- 
ing, and tho small number of deaths 
reported on; he also objects to the classi- 
fication, but he does not question the 
accuracy of the table ill other respects. 
After quoting the table above given ho 
goes on to say: - 

The most remarkable feature of this 
table of tho average age at death is, how- 
ever, the apparently shorter duration of 
life of abstainers as compared with drink- 
ers of all degrees. The average length of 
life of the nophalista was about 11 years 
less than the average of the habitually 
temperate, 8 years less than the average 
of the careless drinker, about t! years less 
than the average of the free drinkers, and 
wondrous to relate, actually about three- 
quarters of ;i year less than the average of 
the decidedly intemperate. Hero's a nut 
for the teetotalers to crack at last I Somo 
of our friends— the enemy— are already 
crowing over' this marvellous demonstra- 
tion^ that teuiotalism kills more quickly 
than habitual drunkenness ! 

But this dire doom of water drinkers is, 
aftor all, but an illusion. Tho truth is, 
that drinking, as a general habit, has de- 
scended from remote antiquity, while the 
general adoption of abstinence has boon 
of but comparatively recent years. The 
greater proportion of converts to teeto- 
talism has been amongst the young, so 
that the average age of abstainers in the 
land of the living must, at any period 
within tho three years reported on, have 
been very much less than that of drinkers 
of all grades. 

This answer is not by any means con- 
vincing or satisfactory. The fact is that 
the great majority of British medical 
practitioners use intoxicating liquors in 
their practice, and it seems not improb- 
able that of the 17t5 physicians who re- 
ported on the habits of their deceased pa- 
tients, the majority preferred to make a 
case in favor of, rather than against the 
habitual use of intoxicating beverages. It 
is certain that the statistics of tho tem- 
perance associations figure out a longer 
expectation of life for the total abstainer 
than for even the moderate drinker, and 
claim to have established this conclusion 
by statistics covering 'Z'l years past. More- 
over, life insurance business is conducted 
by associations which give a preference 
to the lives of total abstainers, while all 
known insurance companies reject tho 
decidedly intemperate. Therefore, when 
the British Medical Association's commit- 
tee finds that the "decidedly intemper- 
ate" live longer on the average than the 
total abstainers, they attempt to prove 
too much. 



"DRUNK AND INCAPABLE." 

To tuk Editor: — In reading the ac- 
count of the Police Court proceedings in 
last Saturday's issue of your valuable pa- 
per I was greatly surprised at tho ab- 
surdity of the law existing in this city 
regarding drunkenness. The case in 
point was this: One of the police officers 
while on his beat came across a man 
drunk and incapable and lying partly on 
the street and partly on tho sidewalk. 
The officer very properly arrested him, 
and took him before his honor Judge 
Richards; who explained that although a 
man might be found drunk and lying 
about in t ho public thoroughfares, unless 
lie actually obstructed some one or creat- 
ed a disturbance, ho would not bo break- 
ing the law. Now, Sir, 1 think the soon- 
er tho council passes a bylaw making it an 
offence to be found drunk and ineapalie 
on the public thoroughfares t he belter, 
not only for the holior and credit of this 
city, but in the interests of the comuiun 
ity at largo.

As soon as tho pottage was considered 
ready it was ladled out into little wooden 
cups, like Uie whisky "vuaighs" of the 
Highlands, minus the handles, which each 



After being replenished again and again 
until the pot was emptied, the cups were 
carefully licked clean and redeposited 
from, whence they had been taken. An- 
other course of the flesh was about to be 
partaken of after the manner of tim first, 
but a regard for my own appetite for 
breakfast prevented my waiting to see it 
discussed. These hardy Tartars aro quite 
independent of any other dishes beyond 
their little wooden bowls. In these they 
mix their suttoo (meal made from barley) 
with a little water and salt and make an 
expeditious repast of it whenever they feel 
hungry. Indeed, this kind of uncooked 
porridge seoms to be their staple food.— 
Blackwood's Magazine.

learned "second sight" from a Polish Jot 
who had also taught it to Heller, and t h 
apocryphal' Hebrew was made to affir 
that he had* "treamed id," much us Mi 
Stevenson tells us ho dreams hismarveloi 
romances. The fact is that Houdin wi 
undoubtedly the father of this clever d> 
ceptiou, which, for nearly half a centur 
has never failed to amuse and bewildi 
audiences all over the world. It was . 
Feb. 12, 184ft, t hut the following announct 
meut appeared in his programme forth 
first time: 

"In. this performance Robert Houdin' 
sou. who is gifted with a marvelous sec 
ond sight, after his eyes have been coverei 
by a thick bandage, "will designate ever' 
object presented him by tho audience." 

Houdin was first led to tho invention o 
this trick by observing his children * 
play oho duy. The younger had bandage i 
Lis elder brother's eyes and made bin- 
guess the objects he touched, mid 4rim 
the latter happened to guess aright they 
changed places. The quick witted French' 
wan, ever on the lookout for novelties to 
be added to his entertainment, saw here 
tho germ of a great discovery, and aftci 
applying himself diligently to working 
out the problem, succeeded in laying the 
foundation on which Heller anil others 
subsequently erected more elaborate 
structures. — Horace Towusend in Phila 
delphia Times. 

To Look at PlotiireH Properly, 

The collector who has seen his choicest 
prints turned over by unintelligent hands 
whilo ho has been forced by courtesy to 
conceal his chagrin and to resist tho im- 
pulse to seize t ho precious plates and con 
coal them from unworthy use, will appro 
liate fully tho force of what we say. Most 
people might almost as well bo given tho 
simple views with which comic almanac* 
are adorned as set down to examine a port- 
folio of priceless etchings. Indeed, gen 
erally they would be bored by tho latter 
and entertained by tho former. 

Tho great mistake made by the major- 
ity of persons is to suppose that no special' 
training is needed to see pictures properly. 
The reception of any work of art presup- 
poses previous and special training, It i> 
necessary to learn tho artist's language; 
to (rain one's perceptions to acute ond in- 
stant sensitiveness to the means by which 
it is sought to produce an impression. It 
one is to examine photographs with no 
other end save to decide whet her the re- 
semblance to the original object is exact, 
perhaps no great amount of special prepar- 
ation is needed; but with a picture which 
is anything more than a graphic diagram, 
special education is a necessity. How fe»» 
persons ever take an engraving and si f . 
down deliberately to study it; to endeavor 
to discover why tho artist disposed hit 
figures and accessories in a given manner; 
why the light and shade aro disposed 
thus; why the engraver has used certain 
lines in reproducing certain parts of the 
plate, and so on for tho rest ; and yet 
everybody, as we said at the start, sup- 
poses he knows how to look at u picture. 
— Boston Courier.

LnnMftitague, tho man who tried to 
murder his sister's husband at NVulfeston, 
is still at large. The woman was arrested 
and lodged in Shorbrooko jail, charged 
with being an accomplice in the attempted 
murder of her husband. The woman is 
only nineteen years of age and is said to 
bo very pretty. The motive of the crime 
is alleged to bo a desire to silence her hus- 
band who was the only one that knew of 
improper relations with thu brother. 

Shortly after (loo. Belmont was dis- 
charged from the Central prison, Toronto, 
fter having done six months there, an 
flicial called at that institution to take 
hiin to Kingston to do fifteen years for 
shooting at a (J rand Trunk conductor at 
Whitley. It then transpired that the 
prison authorities had not been informed 
f Belmont's second sentence. Belmont 
is still at largo. 

W. Graham, journalist, of tho Planet 
oflice, Chatham, and G. Curran, carpen- 
ter, together with several other young 
men, all members of the 24tll battalion, 
were fencing in the drilling rooni, when 
the point of Graham's foil penetrated Cur- 
ran 's brain near the right eye. He died 
about midnight.

The officers of the law aro 
entirely powerless. He promises to shoot 
the first man that tries to arrest him, as 
it will not go harder with linn for one 
than for two murders. A couple of days 
ago Alexander Ross, a young and shining 
light in politics, one of Her Majesty's 

justices of the pBii06j mot him whilo driv- 
ing in a buggy on the public highway, 
and at his request drove him to town. No 
one has been found yet who dares to ar- 
rest huti;

OKA NAG ON CORRESPONDENCE. 

Fast and Presents- Steam Uuon Okanagon 
Lake— Progress of the District-Past 
Neglect— Homes for Set- 
tlers, Etc. 

(Concluded). 
The next eight miles, wost side, is 
what was, and still is, a portion of a pub- 
lic range, but is not so recognized by our 
government. Vet the lower part is ad- 
joining the Indian Reserve, and bands of 
horses and cat tle find pasture. The east 
side of the hike for half a dozen miles or 
more, and around tho foot of the hike, is 
tho private property of Mr. Ellis. Ho 
has resided there for many years as a 
stock raiser, and now counts upon im- 
mense stretches of territory, and places 
the number of his stock, we are told, at 
over 2,000. His residence is a comfort- 
able one, and bis outbuildings numerous. 
At the time of our arrival, both Mr. Ellis 
aud his wife and family were absent at 
Victoria. Mr. Arthur Day, his foreman, 
politely furnished us with information re- 
specting trails, etc. The orchard at the 
house presents a variety of apple trees, 
peach and plum trees, green gages, cher- 
ries, etc. While at, this place we noticed 
an enormous hay stack, said to bo 200 
tons; it was stated that from 550 to (100 
tons u your of hay is put up. Numerous 
stacks were visible, and work going for- 
ward. 

A short distance to the west tho waters 
of the lake enter and pass along tho Oka- 
nagon river, not sufficient for navigation. 
Upon the west side is another Indian 
Reserve, and we understood a goodly 
number of tho natives are settled in the 
district, some of them said to be comfort- 
ably to do. Thu Mission Fathers have 
charge of their spiritual welfare, anil Mr. 
Moran, of Vernon, is building a church 
for the Indians, who are reported of a 
better class, and 

AHEAD OF .MANY WJHITB SKTTLERS 
in their habits, morality, etc. Wo made 
inquiry respecting openings for settlement 
in Similkameen and Osooyos, but nothing 
definite could be ascertained. Generally 
speaking large ranchers and those in their 
employ are reticent about giving informa- 
tion. More is t hought about keeping cat- 
tle ranges than increasing settlers. How-

ever wo are satisfied that mi increase of 
settlers will find good openings by a little 
searching. The trails opened by pros- 
pectors will lead to discoveries, and now 
with steam upon thu Okanagon Luke the 
difficulty of travel is lessened. In early 
days a wagon was packed over the trail 
on the west side of the lake; recently four 
adventurous men came from Washington 
Territory with a span of horses and a 
light wagon;' by occasional packing tboy 
were enabled to pass uvur the trail from 
Rock Creek, and, also, the trail between 
Penticton and Okanagon Mission. The 
four men then continued their route to 
Kamloops. 

Wo would here remark that the lake 
is somewhat crooked, it being difficult to 
see more than six or eight miles ahead in 
any part of the distance; the width varies 
from one to four miles running north 
aud south storms are seldom severe us the 
mountains prevent heavy weather upon tho 
water. 

Returning to the mission on the eve- 
ning of tho 20th we bade good-bye to our 
friends and stopped over on business for 
a few days. Having heretofore gone at 
some length into 

THE EAItLV HISTORY 
of the Mission settlement wo must omit 
particularizing now; suffice it to say that 
thirty years ago the Indians alone in all 
their freedom held away. Tho Mission 
had an humble beginning, but Providence 
has blessed the good Fathers labors, and 
to-day pleasant sights are to be seen; a 
beautiful church, comfortable residence, 
a good ranch well stocked, and a garden 
without a rival in the inland country. 
Mr. E. Lei|uime and family hud over- 
come many difficulties and now aro 
wealthy. Air. Joseph Christian, another 
old timer, possesses wide Holds, bunds of 
stock, and a comfortable home. The 
same may bo said of Mr. D. Nicholson, 
George Lefever, John Knox and others in 
the-vulley. Mr. Brant, J. P., came at an 
early day, and in addition to raising a 
large family, now settling around him, his 
enterprise has accumulated a valuable 
property. Mr. John Couroy is adding to 
his gains and likely to bo soon among the 
independent men of the district. Stop- 
ping over night at the comfortable home 
of the Pottill Bros., wo had an opportun- 
ity to take a good look at their extensive 
ranch. Ac. The great impioveinent dur- 
ing the past year has greatly added to tho 
residence of this entertaining family, and 
now the house not only appears attractive 
to the view, but also confers comfort upon 
all within. Here we have another proof 
of what a united, enterprising and indus- 
trious family can accomplish. Their 
stock, notwithstanding the extent, is 
well cared for as the large quantity of bay 
being stacked argues, and with a granary 
full of grain, no fear need be Ifud of a 
hard winter at anytime.

peace and comfort until the end of their 
days. It may not be uninteresting to your 
readers to refer to a subject, not much 
thought of these years. A few years since 
a person with an inquisitive turn of mind 
looked into the geological strata along the 
banks of the lake, and at the Mission 
valley and formed an opinion t hat caused 
research. Finally information was hud 
that an aged Indian who had seen nearly 
a contury, recollected when tho water of 
Okanagon lake stood at least eighteen 
feet higher than at present, This inun- 
dated what is now known as the Mission 
valley. It is quite evident from tho old 
Indian's recollection and statements made 
by his father, that wbero thu numerous 
ranches of the Mission are, were once tho 
bed of arms of the lake. It is known that, 
the current of the lake is slow, and there- 
fore the rise of 18 feet of water would 
in all probability have placed tho bottom 
land across Sj allunielieon to Shuswap 
Lake under wi ' r, and it is reasonable to 
think that not much over a hundred years 
since strange si-dits weie to bo seen in 
this inland country. We cannot say 
whether canoes j ir dugouts passed from 
where is now known us the Thomson river, 
near Kamloops, to the Columbia river by 
way of Okanagon lake and rivur, Probably 
when the water volume was reduced it 
was both by the course mentioned us well 
as tho opening by the now Eraser river. 
We have reasons for this opinion; space 
will not permit our dwelling upon the 
subject further to-day. Another time 
with your permission, the reminiscences, 
Ac, may be resumed.

GOLDEN NEWS. 

(The Truth.) 

Fort Steele, 175 miles southeast of 
Donald, is now entirely abandoned by the 
mounted police, the clfltaohuierit that, has 
been stationed there for ovor a yoar leav- 
ing for Fort Macleod on Tuesday. They 
went out by tho way of Crow Nest pass, 
having sent put a party ahead to clear thu 
trail of fallen timber, All old wagons, 
harness, stoves and furniture wore dis- 
posed of at public auction on tho 4th. 

Early in August, 1884, a Winnipeg 
party of prospectors, after operating on 
thu Red Deer in the Rockies, crossed.over 
to the Columbia valley, and while out 
prospecting for quartz, discovered a 3i 
foot scam of coal a few miles from Golden. 
As timber was plentiful, no steps were 
taken to secure tho ground. Subsequently 
three of the party returned to Winnipeg. 
Since thou tho locality bus not been 
visited; but shortly one of its discoverers 
.vill make application to the proper 
authorities for a title to what may become 
a valuable coal mine. It is possible other 
seams may be found in tho same locality, 
and may bo part of a coal basin that out- 
crops at Anthracite and Crow Nest pass. 
Thu discovers wore of tho opinion that 
petroleum can be found ill tho same gulch, 
as oily substances float on the stagnant 
pools. 

Judge Vowel), assistant, commissioner 
of lauds and works, returned on Monday 
from a trip to Fort Steele. Ho reports 
tho government bridge across thu Kooto- 
uay river at that place Hearing completion. 
It crosses the stream a little below Gal- 
braith's ferry, and will cost between 
§0,000 and 87,000. Golbraith's ferry has 
been running some fifteen years, and 
while at one time agood piece of property, 
it is not so now— it not paying its owners 
for attending to it, Thu bridge will be a 
groat convenience to the settlers in that 
soction. The wagon-road grade on the 
Fort Steele side is almost done, and the 
mun who are working on it will be trans- 
ferred to Canal Flats, where several miles 
of road need repairing, tho blasting and 
cribbing having boon done ill a faulty 
manner. This road and bridge work is 
all being done by the day, the government 
paying laborers 82.50 and carpenters and 
axemen So a day, they boarding them- 
selves. The judge reports the contractors 
who are digging the canal to connect the 
Kootenuy river and the upper Columbia 
lake making good progress with their 
work. So far, thoy have been quite lucky 
in excavating, not having struck largo 
bouldors or rock. At Kindlay creuk the 
Bradys aro milking satisfactory progress 
in their exploration work. 

Mr. Davis, superintendent of develop 
ment work at tho Field mines, was ii 
Donald on Sunday lust. He reports 26 
men at work; most of them engaged in 
grading a roadbed for the tramway on 
which the ore will be conveyed from the 
mine to the C. P, R. sidetrack. The first 
tramway from the mine will bo about 600 
feet in length, and laid on such a grade 
that the loaded cars will mako the trip 
without the aid of motive power, the 
empty cars being hauled back by mulus. 
At the end of this tramway a bin will be 
constructed in which to dump the ore. 
Tho second tramway will extend from 
this ore-bin to thu sidetrack, a distance of 
about 1,000 feet, The material for the 
tramway was expected to arrivo from the 
oast during thu week. Six men are at 
work in thu mine, hut considerable labor 
will yet have to be done before any large 
shipments of oro can be made It is safe 
to say, however, that shipments will bogin 
by October 1st. The ore will be shipped 
to the British Columbia Mining & Smelt- 
ing Company at Vancouver, who expect 
to huvo their reduction works at that plac 
in operation some time during October. 

The trail from Donald to Porcupine 
creek has been completed, and although 
over soft ground in [daces and up pretty 
stoop climbs in others, packers can cover 
the distance with animals in less than a 
day arid a half. Men afoot can make it 
in less than a day, and out in about six 
hours. The boys now on the ground are 
busy whip-sawing lumber, digging ditches 
and doing other uecessory preparatory 
work. During the week a couple of them 
packed an old sluice-box up the creek to 
somo distance above the discovery claim, 
and cleaned up over §0 in dust to the 
man in loss than a day. 

KAMLOOPS NOTES. 

[Inland Sentinel.]

The 
remains were escorted to tho last resting 
place by the Pionuer Society, with tho 
Kamloops band rendering appropriate 
airs. 

The public schools in Kamloops re- 
opened on Monday last, with Mr. E. S. 
Woods in his former position as principal. 
The junior department is in charge of 
Miss Pearson of Westminster, lute of 
Hope school. 

A telegraal was received on Thursday 
by Mr. H. McLcod, from his father at 
Revelstoke, stating that be had sold a 
fifth interest in the mining locution owned 
by himself and son, for §8,000. I . I 

Oil Monday a rock slide occurred about 
twelve miles west of Kamloops on tho 0. 
P. K. line, Thaaebrtit covered about, one 
hundred and forty foul of tho road bud to 
a depth of nearly thirty feet ill plucus and 
completely Idling a rock cut. Two fluiglit 
trains which left Kamloops Monday morn- 
ing returned shortly afterwards and were 
delayed until Wednesday when a tempor- 
ary tract was constructed over a portion 
of. the slide. Express trains were de- 
layed some hours owing to the necessity 
of transferring passengers and express at 
the scene of the slide, before the "hog 
back" was formed ovor the debris on Wed- 
nesday.
